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attached Examiner's comment regarding REQUIREMENT FOR THE DEPOSIT OF BIOLOGICAL MATERIAL. 
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Reasons for Allowance 

1 . Claims 1 -4 .are allowed over the cited prior art. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding independent claims 1 and 4, Chen (US 5,839,919) disclose an 

accessory for a cellular telephone (figure 2) comprising: a) a base unit (3) which is 
adapted to be mounted in a cigarette lighter receptacle of a motor vehicle; b) an arm 
pivotally connected to said base unit; c) a cellular telephone-supporting unit (4) fixedly 
attached to said arm and which includes a ledge (414) , a first side element (412) 
movably mounted on said cellular telephone supporting unit, a second side element 
(413) movably mounted on said cellular telephone supporting unit, and a side element- 
moving mechanism in said cellular telephone supporting unit (column 2, line 32 - 
column 3, line 9). Wang (US 6,272,362) disclose an accessory for a cellular telephone 
(figure 1 ) comprising a headset unit which includes a headband having at least one 
earphone (141) thereon, a microphone (142) mounted on the headband, a cord (12, 14) 
adapted to electrically connect the earphone and the microphone to the cellular 
telephone (column 1, line 57 - column 2, line 15). And MacDonald, Jr. Et al. (US 
6,374,126) disclose a hand-free headset (figures 4-5) with a cord adapted to electrically 
connect the earphone and the microphone to the cellular telephone, a cord reel (figure 
8), mechanically connected the a jack on the cord adapted to electrically connect the 
cord to the cellular telephone (column 5, line 35 - column 6, line 33; column 8, line 60 - 
column 9, line 4). However. Chen, Wang, and MacDonald, Jr. Et al., either alone or 
combined, fail to teach or fairly suggest the accessory for the cellular telephone wherein 
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the cellular telephone-supporting unit further comprising a headset supporting hook on 
the second side element and a side element-moving mechanism in said cellular 
telephone supporting unit, the side element-moving mechanism including a width 
adjustment knob on the cellular telephone supporting unit, the width adjustment knob 
being connected to the first and second side elements; and the headset unit further 
comprising a volume control located on the cord reel and a cord lock button located on 
the cord reel and which is mechanically connected to the cord.
